▼ The Pilgrims 
At Christmas 


Several thousand Christian pilgrims are 
expected to croas today from Israel into Jordan 
to celebrate the birth of Christ in Bethlehem. 
Barriers at the border points will be lifted for 
36 hours to permit the pilgrimage and then be 
put back in place. 
1 his Christmas Week spectacle is a remind­ 
er of the deep political and religious chasm 
separating Arab and Israeli cultures in the 
Middle East. So deep is the rift that even the 
simple crossing has to be negotiated on a year- 
to-year basis. 


Last year more than 3,000 Christian pil­ 
grims, representing nearly every country in the 
world, crossed the borders to attend Christmas 
ceremonies at the Church of Nativity in Bethle­ 
hem, about 20 miles inside Jordan. 
United 
Nations observers stood by as Jordanian police 
checked credentials; a few pilgrims were turned 
back for various reasons. 
The Holy City of Jerusalem, loo, presents a 
special problem because of its present division 
between Israel and Jordan and its shrines 
sacred to Christianity, Islam, and Judaism. The 
Wailing Wall, venerated by Jews, the Mosque 
of Omar, sacred to Moslems, and most of the 
Christian shrines are in the Old City, all of 
which is in Jordan’s hands. 
U.N. projects to nationalize Jerusalem have 
been repeatedly rejected by both Israel and Jor­ 
dan, Acceptance by the Arabs of Israel’s Yule- 
tide offer of d non-aggression pact and a general 
disarmament agreement would be a modern 
miracle.

It is a holiday now of several days of rest 
and gaiety and those who cannot visit, telephone from 
the most distant places to wish parents, wives, children 
well. 
“ A Merry Christmas!” 


These are cheerful words and no one needs to 
reject gfKid tidings at any time for any reason. 
The world is so full of unhappiness that whoever 
ran find wholesome, decent joy in fellowship with 
his kin. or with others, need not apologize for the 
occasion. 


Of course, to Christians it means more than that. 
It can mean the birth of their religion: The day when 
the Messiah was born. It means to them the fruition 
of the idea of the Messiah, the appearance of God on 
Earth as a sign to man of the forgiveness of sin and 
the salvation of the souls of men.

Even the most frugal do some­ 
thing to open their heart.s to others. It is good to be 
generous. It is good to make others happy and gay. 
Christmas Ls also a reminder to all the peoples of 
the Western world that theirs is essentially one civil­ 
ization, the civilization of those who love God. True 
there are different expressions of that belief, different 
manifestations of that great love of God which in its 
earthly form is a respect for man, a regard for man­ 
ners. an acceptance of morals, a recognition of the 
dignity of each human being. 
Perhaps this is too broad a program of life, too 
noble an expression of purpose, too heavy an obliga­ 
tion. 
Nevertheless, it is what the Judaic-Christian 
civilization demands of those who afliliate themselves 
with its various facets. It cannot accept less from the 
sincere; it does not expect a total fulfillment, for man 
is a weak instrument of faith who is lull of passions, 
the pursuit of which lessens the fineness of his inten­ 
tions and reduces his purposes to frustrations. 
The Judaic-Christian civilization demands much of 
each of its votaries and those who fail the test of 
sincerity often find their da>s poisoned by regrets and 
the oppression of conscience which makes for so much 
misery. 
This then, too, is Christmas—the renewal of faith, 
the acceptance of the moral restrictions which are 
inevitable in the Godly life. 
Each acceptance is a 
restriction; 
each restriction is a rejection of the 
anarchy of will run not. Perhaps some of the most 
restrictive rules of life, the tasls, the confessions of 
error and sin, the denunciation of wickedness, the 
various dietary taboos are only regulations ot self- 
discipline and the acknowledgement that man is not 
a lonely creature but lives with others in joy as well 
as sorrow.

And so we come to this Christmas, in the year 
1959, when war or peace hangs in the balance, 
when peace itself is an era of chaos, when stan­ 
dards of manners and murals have collapsed and 
the entire human race hungers for a leadership 
that will bring to it a surcease from its cares and 
worries.

W.ASHINGTON — Postponement 
is the order of the day now. 
Settlement of the big problems 
in world affairs has been put 
farther and farther off. 
This is the true meaning of the 
Paris conference just concluded. 
For it was announced that the 
‘‘summit” mc'eting on April 27 
in Paris is to be merely the first 
of a series to be held “ from 
time to time.” 
This formula, originally attri­ 
buted to Prime Minister Macmil­ 
lan, postpones for months and 
perhaps years the settlement of 
any outstanding issues of im­ 
portance. 
Unless 
the 
Soviets 
provoke another crisis over Ber­ 
lin—and there is little reason for 
them to do so as long as they 
are achieving their other objec­ 
tives—the situation will drift on 
as at present for a long, long 
time. 
The Communists have every­ 
thing to gain and really nothing 
to lose by the formula of post­ 
ponement. 
For it gives them a 
chance to consolidate their gains. 
It creates an impression behind 
the Iron Curtain that the West­ 
ern allies will not exert thcm- 
srives to help liberate the captive 
or enslaved peoples and that, 
for all practical purposes, the 
.so-called ‘‘status quo” will be 
maintained.

At Christmas 


Several 
thousand 
Christian 
pilgrims are 
expected to cross today from Israel into Jordan 
to celebrate the birth of Christ in Bethlehem. 
Barriers at the border points will be lifted for 
36 hours to permit the pilgrimage and then be 
put back in place. 


I his Christmas Week spectacle is a remind­ 
er of the deep political and religious chasm 
separating Arab and Israeli cultures in the 
Middle East. So deep is the rift that even the 
simple crossing has to be negotiated on a year- 
to-year basis. 


Last year more than 3.000 Christian pil­ 
grims, representing nearly every country in the 
world, crossed the borders to attend Christmas 
ceremonies at the Church of Nativity in Bethle­ 
hem, about 20 miles inside Jordan. 
United 
Nations observers stood by as Jordanian police 
checked credentials; a few pilgrims were turned 
back for various reasons. 
The Holy City of Jerusalem, too, presents a 
special problem because of its present division 
between 
Israel 
and 
Jordan 
and 
its 
shrines 
sacred to Christianity, Islam, and Judaism. The 
Wailing Wall, venerated by Jews, the Mosque 


o f Omar, sacred to Moslems, and most of the 
Christian shrines are in the Old City, all o f 
which is in Jordan's hands. 


U Y projects to nationalize Jerusalem have 
been repeatedly rejected by both Israel and Jor­ 
dan. Acceptance by the Arabs of Israel s Yule­ 
tide offer of a non aggression pact and a general 
disarmament agreement would be a modern 
miracle.

“ A Merry C hristm as:” 


These are cheerful words and no one needs to 
reject good tidings at any time for any reason. 
The world is so full of unhappiness that whoever 
can find wholesome, decent joy in fellowship with 
his kin. or with others, nerd not apologize for the 
occasion. 


Of course, to Christians it means m ore than that. 
It can mean the birth of their religion: The day when 
the Messiah was born 
It means to them the fruition 
of the idea of the Messiah, the appearance ol God on 
E arth as a sign to m an of the forgiveness of sin and 
the salvation of the souls of men. It m eans to them 
the life eternal. 
But Christmas, in this country, is not limited to 
Christians. 
Everybody celebrates C hristm as 
E very­ 
body sends gifts. 
Everybody sends cards 
Even the 
stingiest give tips. 
Even the most frugal do som e­ 
thing to open their hearts to others. 
It is good to be 
generous. 
It is good to m ake others happy and gay. 
Christmas is also a rem inder to all the peoples of 
the Western world that theirs is essentially one civil­ 
ization. the civilization of those who love God 
True 
there are different expressions of that belief, different 
manifestations of that great love of God which rn its 
earthly form is a respect for man. a regard for m an­ 
ners. an acceptance of morals, a recognition of the 
dignity of each human being. 
Perhaps this is too broad a program of life. too 
noble an expression of purpose, too heavy an obliga­ 
tion 
Nevertheless, it is what the Judaic-Christian 
civilization demands of those who affiliate themselves 
with its various facets. It cannot accept less from the 
sincere: it does not expect a total lulfillment, for man 
is a weak instrument of faith who is lull of passions, 
the pursuit of which lessens the fineness of his inten­ 
tions and reduces his purposes to frustrations. 
The Judaic-Christian civilization dem ands much of 
each ol its votaries and those who fail the test of 
sincerity often find their da>s poisoned by regrets and

This then. too. is Christm as—the renewal of faith, 
the acceptance of the moral restrictions which are 
inevitable in the Godly life. 
Each acceptance is a 
restriction; 
each restriction 
is a 
rejection of the 
anarchy of will run riot. 
Perhaps som e of the most 
restrictive rules of hie, the lasts, the confessions of 
error and sin, the denunciation of wickedness, the 
various dietary taboos are only regulations of self­ 
discipline and the acknowledgement that m an is not 
a lonely creature but lives with others in joy as well 
as sorrow. 


And so we come to this Christmas, in the year 
19>9. when war or peace hangs in the balance, 
when peace itself is an era of chaos, when stan­ 
dards of manners and morals have collapsed and 
the entire human race hungers for a leadership 
that will bring to it a surcease from its cares and 
worries. 


What will survive of the centuries of m an s travail 
from tribal selfishness to the selflessness of such a 
personage as Jesu s0 
In the hardness of the Sinai 
Peninsula in the sands of the Negev, in the unwatered 
wastes ot Galilee men and women, oppressed by 
militarism and materialism, sought peace for their 
souls 
Some found such peace in the words and pres­ 
ence of Jesus and they wandered the Mediterranean 
world preaching God s word and letting all mankind 
share their glad tidings 
And this is Christm as—the holiday of glad tidings 
to believer and unbeliever alike.

Mayor Kerch explained in this 
letter that a major airplane tra­ 
gedy might have resulted had not 
the Cumberland Airport runways 
been lighted. There were 31 pas­ 
sengers and three crew members 
aboard the plane. 
The letter to the FAA director 
read in part: 
“ Quite some time ago Cumber­ 
land requested that its airport be 
classified as an emergency air­ 
port due to its strategic location 
in this most hazardous, moun­ 
tainous area 
We were advised

Senator J. Glenn Beall 
that the federal government was 
eliminating rather than estab'ish- 
mg emergency air fields 
“ The City of Cumberland op­
